Congressional Forecast. 


WASHUIOTOH, Oct. 33.—The week will 


open in congress with better promise 
of a break in the deadlock in the sen- 
ate than has been evident for many 
days. It Is the intention of the man- 
agers of the chmpromise movement to 
place the proposition before the body 
at the earliest possible moment, prob- 
ably to-day or to-morrow. Then it 
will be a question of ways and means 
to secure action upon it, for strong op- 
position is expected from the populist 
senators, and there in no means of 
knowing what measure ot support can 
be expected from the republicans.

Such a proposition 
would be much stronger w hen indorsed 
by a majority of democratic senator£ 
than when U was broached before, and 
there is no reason to suppose that the 
vice-president would not in such a case 
take the necessary steps to bring the 
question to a vote.

amendment to the rules would, in this 
event, be the means of closing the de- 
bate, and as this has already occupied 
more than the thirty days specified in 
the new rule, the adoption of the 
Voorhees rule would result in a vote 
upon the bill and amendments very 
speedily.

derstood that the cloture rule will be 
pressed, probably beginning to-mor 
row,

The silver senators from the west are 
by no means satisfied with it. They 
are quoted, however, as saying that 
they will not offer any obstructive taa 
tics to B vote upou it after being' al- 
lowed an opportunity to vote in favoe 
of a free-coinage substitute. 


Senator Pettigrew, of Dakota, is one 


of the most outspoken critics of the 
compromise. Uncondition repeal," he 
said, "is a thousand times more to bo 
preferred, even from a silver man's 
standpoint. The present hard times 
are not going to jrrow better right 
away, whatever legislation is passed, 
and this compromise will pot the whole 
onus on the silver men. The pur- 
chase of silver will continue until 
within a month of the elections next 
year, and because the hard times have 
continued, people will iiay: 'If the bill 
had been repealed all would have been 
well.'

Mahogany Used nft Tie! 


Costly. 


It is not often that one hears of the 


employment of mahogany as cross ties 
in the construction of a railroad, but 
such an occurrence actually came to_ 
pass. In the winter of 18fl4 a railroad 
was in course of construction from 
FortSmith. Ark., to Little Rock. Funds 
were low with the promoters of the 
enterprise, who finally found them- 
selves forced to surrender the property 
to the creditors. The road, wliich was 
graded part of tbe way and a portion 
of it in readiness to receive the rails, 
was purchased by two English capi-. 
tallstsfor a mere song. Shortly after 
making the acquisition the English 
buyers set out to make an inspection 
ot their property. 
To their great amazement they dis- 


covered that the cross ties laid upon 
the bed awaiting the rails were hewn 
from solid mahogany logs, a rare and 
costly hard wood. Great ranges of 
these ties, of the same material, .lined 
the grade awaiting to be put down. 
The shrewd English purchasers chuck- 
led with delight on making the dis- 
covery, and set to work at once to have 
the ties conveyed to Little Rock. Those 
which had already been laid down 
were taken np and added to the stock 
of the mahogany timber. The ties, 
were forwarded thence to New York, 
from which place the timber was 
shipped to England and sold. The sales 
ot the ties alone netted tbe speculators 
a handsome profit, and in lieu of ma- 
hogany ties a cheaper wood was sub- 
stttntedby the Englishmen in th.e sub-, 
sequent construction of the road.—N,
